was knocked down, but n o t entirely 
senseless, spraining his a nkle as he 
fell. 
They then continued to beat 
him about the head and face until 
the shot bag broke, having pounded 
the flesh on his face to a jelly. 
He 
made violent outcries, w hich frig h t­ 
ened the men, so they snatched his 
watch and ran away w ithout g e t­ 
ting the few dollars in change which 
Mr. Olson carried. 
Mr. Olson then, 
in spite of his injuries, m ade his way 
home, and the police wore notified 
by telephone of the d astard ly crime. 
Dr. Hemstead was also summoned 
and cared for Mr. O lson’s injuries, 
which, while very painful, wore not 
dangerous.

abouts. 
These men were suspicioned as the 
guilty parties at once because they 
answered the description given by 
Mr. Olson, and because they were 
seen by Officer Derocher hurriedly 
coming from the north side a few 
moments after the robbery occurred, 
md because it was later ascertained 
that they were seen 
about town 
where Mr. 
Olson was, and were 
known to have heard a conversation 
Mr. Wallace had with their victim 
about some rent due, 
which they 
supposed Mr. Olson had been paid 
and had on his person. 
Their 
suspicion was further corroborated 
by finding blood spattered over the 
sleeve of S ylvester’s coat. 
The offi­ 
cers, however, 
to cinch the case, 
determined to put the 
prisoners 
through the sweat-box process, and 
on Monday morning Sheriff Erickson 
and Deputy W inters succeeded, it is 
reported, in getting Plum m er to 
give the whole story up, including 
the whereabouts of the watch. 
As 
a result the officers made a demand 
of P a t Corrigan, employed at Mc­ 
Cabe’s saloon, for the time-piece. 
Mr. Corrigan denied having the 
watch, but when the officers placed 
him 
under arrest 
for 
receiving 
stolen property, hr got the watch 
and gave it up. 
The men were arraigned in the 
municipal court on Monday morning 
charged with highway robbery, and 
their preliminary examination was 
set for Monday, March 20th. 
Mr. Olson is doing nicely a t the 
present writing. 
Stories have been 
circulated about the city a t different 
times that his condition was danger­ 
ous, but this is not true. 
Dr. H em ­ 
stead says he will probably be about 
in a couple of weeks, his sprained 
ankle being the most painful of his 
injuries. 
Highway robberies have been too 
numerous here lately, and public 
sentim ent is very strong that the 
miscreants guilty of 
the 
offense 
should be shown no mercy.

Their 
suspicion was further corroborated 
by finding blood spattered over the 
sleeve of Sylvester’s coat. 
The offi­ 
cers, however, to cinch the case, 
determined to put the prisoners 
through the sweat-box process, and 
on Monday morning Sheriff Erickson 
and Deputy Winters succeeded, it is 
reported, in getting Plummer to 
give the whole story up, including 
the whereabouts of the watch. 
As 
a result the officers made a demand 
of Pat Corrigan, employed at Mc­ 
Cabe’s saloon, for the time-piece. 
Mr. Corrigan denied having the 
watch, but when the officers placed 
him 
under arrest for receiving 
stolen property, he got the watch 
and gave it up. 
The men were arraigned in the 
municipal court on Monday morning 
charged with highway robbery, and 
their preliminary examination was 
set for Monday, March 20th. 
Mr. Olson is doing nicely at the 
present writing. Stories have been 
circulated about the city at different 
times that his condition was danger­ 
ous, but this is not true. 
Dr. Hem­ 
stead says he will probably be about 
in a couple of weeks, his sprained 
ankle being the most painful of his 
injuries. 
Highway robberies have been too 
numerous here lately, and public 
sentiment is very strong that the 
miscreants guilty of the offense 
should be shown no mercy.

themselves, the negro will solve the 
question speedily as to whether he is 
worthy of citizenship and to be an in­ 
tegral part of the governing people.”

manding the rear of G uadalupe. Sup­ 
ported by the Oregon volunteers, the 
advance 
force opened 
a heavy fire 
on th© natives.

Congress than he made the day after 
adjournment. 
He places the total ap­ 
propriations for the entire congress at 
$1,506,890,010, and the appropriations 
authorized for; future congresses under 
the continuing 
contract 
system for 
battleships, river and ha,rt>or improve­ 
m ents and public buildings at $70,000,- 
000. The total appropriations made at 
the last session Air. Cannon places at 
$073,058,400, showing an apparent re­ 
duction of $219,573,214 below the ap­ 
propriations of tile preceding session. 
Mr. Cannon attributes this reduction 
to the extraordinary w ar expenses of 
the preceding session. 
Of the total 
appropriations for 
the 
congress he 
says that the sum of $482,502,083 is 
directly chargeable to the w ar with 
Spain. 
He thus shows that the ordi­ 
nary expenditures for tile two years 
-covered by tile congress were $1,044,- 
580,273, and tills sum exceeds Hie total 
appropriations of the Fifty-fourth con 
gi’css by $39,740,058.

the full value of the income of 
labor.

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T h e O u r * t l o u o f Soil M o l n t u r e . 
An Oklahoma Experiment Station 
report says: 
The heavy rainfall of 1893 had its 
Influence on the farm crops. 
In gen­ 
eral plants grew ranker and taller. Un­ 
der similar conditions In plowed land 
the soil moisture was 1.5 per cent high­ 
er for the whole year than in 1897. 
In 
ordinary prairie sod there was almost 
2 per cent Increase. 
The differences 
In soil moisture and yield of crops on 
plats under different treatment was 
not so marked as in a dryer season. Of 
eight plats plowed at different depths, 
one plowed four Inches deep and one 
sub-soiled to a depth of fifteen inches 
gave smallest yields. 
The subsoiled 
plat contained more moisture than any 
other of the eight. 
Two plats contain­ 
ing 17.6 per cent of moisture during 
March were plowed similarly one week 
apart. 
The plats plowed April 4 con­ 
tained 1(5.3 per cent during April; that 
April 11, 14.1 percent. 
Stubble ground 
plowed about June 15 had 14.it per cent 
of moisture July 15; while that not 
plowed had 10.9 per cent. 
Wheat stub­ 
ble plowed July 28 had 
one-fourth 
more moisture on August 30 than stub­ 
ble not plowed. 
September 9 the stub­ 
ble that was plowed July 28 had o '.e- 
third more moisture 
than 
stubole 
plowed September 1. 
Rolling the soil 
in the spring did not increase the mois­ 
ture in the surface foot. 
Bottom land 
planted In corn had more moisture in 
the surface during July and less dur­ 
ing the first half of August than upland 
with the same crop. 
Oats sown March 14, at the depth of 
one and two Inches came up several 
days sooner and 10 to 30 per cent bet­ 
ter than when planted four to 
six 
Inches deep. 
Planted March 25 there 
was but little difference In the num­ 
ber that came up when planted one, 
two, four or .cix inches deep, but the 
deepest plantings came up slower. 
In­ 
dian corn planted March 11 came up 
very poorly. 
None planted six inches 
deep came up. 
Planted March 25 there 
was a fair stand at different depths. 
Planted March 28 one and two inches 
deep gave almost a 
perfect 
stand, 
while that planted four and six Inches 
deep gave a poor stand. 
April 4 and 
11 tho best stand was secured from 
planting four inches deep. 
For later 
plantings corn came up better when 
planted one and two inches deep. 
In 
general it is best to plant shallow In 
moist soil and early in the season. 
In 
late planting and in dry soil a more 
satisfactory stand can be had and the 
corn will come up sooner if planted 
about four Inches deep. 
Kafir corn is 
much moro easily harmed by wet and 
cold weather than Indian corn 
and 
should be planted about a month later. 
Planted one or two inches deep it will 
come up better than if planted deeper. 
It may be counted a good stand if 50 
to 75 per cent of the grains p.anted 
come up.

perished in the northern ice, and Rich­ 
ard 
Chancellor 
had 
made his way 
through the White sea to the country 
and the court of the czar of Mut.covy. 
Elizabethans followed In their wake. 
Under Frobisher and Davis they ex­ 
plored Meta Incognita and Greenland 
and Hudson's straits. 
With good Sir 
Humphrey Gilbert they attempted the 
planting of Newfoundland; with Lane 
and White they went out to Raleigh’s 
colony of Roanoke. 
They followed the 
Portuguese and the Dutch to the East 
Indies, and with James Lancaster’s 
wonderful voyages began the English 
trade with Java and Sumatra and Ma­ 
lacca. 
They went with Hawkins in the

gather slaves upon the African coast, 
or lay off Flores and Corvo to inter­ 
cept the 
annual 
silver 
tleets 
that 
brought to the King of Spain the 
wealth of Mexico and Peru, or burned 
his ships in the harbor of Cadiz.

tures that marked their freebooting ex­ 
peditions to the Spanish Main, lured 
on by fabulous tales of El Dorado or 
by knowledge of the more substantial 
wealth which the Spaniards had de­

11;« n i l n i'k s o f T r e e * , 
From Farmers’ Review: 
The 
De­ 
partment of Horticulture has for sev­ 
eral years been co-operating with the 
division of forestry of the Department 
of Agriculture to test the hardiness 
of trees produced from seeds sent from 
various sections of the country, north 
and south, east and west. 
The seeds 
were planted in plats having the same 
soil and exposure and have been sub­ 
jected to the same 
conditions. 
On 
March 7, 1898, notes were made on the 
effects of the winter upon the trees, 
and some striking facts were revealed. 
As a rule no injury was to be noted 
from the winter on trees grown from 
seed sent from states either north or 
west of this point. On the other hand, 
trees from seed sent in from points 
southeast of this were very generally 
injured from the 
coid. 
The 
injury 
varied with both the species of trees 
and the location. 
Black walnut show­ 
ed the greatest injury of any species 
and was most affected when the seed 
had come from the southeastern coast 
region—-Georgia and Alabama. 
This 
point, besides being of scientific inter­ 
est in showing the decided effect of 
climate on 
the 
constitutionality 
of 
plants, has also a practical value for 
the tree planter. 
It shows that trees 
from seed grown at southeastern points 
must suffer more or less when subject­ 
ed to this climate, and suggests that 
young trees transplanted 
from 
the 
same regions would be 
even 
more 
seriously 
affected. 
Further 
experi­ 
ments along the same line are in prog­ 
ress under direction of the 
depart­ 
ment. 


P r e v e n t i o n of S m u t In W h e a t . 
The Ohio Agricultural 
Experiment 
Station lias, for several years 
past, 
conducted experiments in the preven­ 
tion of the smuts in wheat. 
There are 
found on wheat in Ohio, loose smut 
and stinking smut. 
Tho loose smut 
is that noticeable at blossoming time, 
which destroys, usually, 
the 
entire 
head. 
It is, perhaps, more general, 
though usually much less destructive 
than the stinking smut, which converts 
tho kernels of wheat into masses of 
dark brown, ill-smelling fungus spores. 
This station has been successful in 
preventing both of these smuts and 
recommends the following methods: 
For stinking smut in wheat.—In all 
the methods employed 
for 
stinking 
smut it is probably advisable to im­ 
merse tho grain first in cold water, 
with stirring, and to skim off the smut 
balls which will, in this manner, rise 
to the top of the water. 
After this is 
completed either of the following treat­ 
ments may be employed: 
1. 
Hot Water. 
Immerse this skim­ 
med seed, contained in gunny bag or 


suitable w i r e mesh vessel, for ten min­ 
utes in hot water, at a temperature of 
133 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Then dry on 
smut-free surface, cooling quickly by 
thoroughly stirring, or cold water may 
be employed to cool the grain. 
Re- ! 
member, these temperatures are to be 
determined by a thermometer; longer 
immersion than ten minutes, at that 
temperature, may injure tho grain. 
2. 
Blue; tom*, Copper Sulfate. Make j 
a solution at the rate of one pound to 
fho gallons of water; in this solution 
immerse the seed wheat, freed front j 
the smut balls as before described, for j 
ten minutes. 
Allow to stand ten min­ 
utes in sack to drain, then spread and 
dry with air-slaked lime, shoveling ov­ 
er frequently. 
Or by sprinkling, use the above so­ 
lution at the rate of one gallon to one 
bushel of grain in heap. 
Apply by 
sprinkling-can at intervals of five or 
ten minutes; stir the whole so as to be 
uniformly wet; at the end, say, of one 
hour, shovel over and dry with lime, 
if desired. 
3. 
Formalin. 
This may be used at 
the rate of one pound to fifty gallons 
of water and the 
seed 
treated 
by 
sprinkling or by immersion for thirty 
minutes. 
For loose smut of wheat. 
Modified 
hot water treatment as follows: 
Soak 
tne seed grain for four hours in cold 
water, l<n stand four hours more in the 
wet sacks; then immerse for five min- ' 
utes in hot water at a temperature of | 
133 degrees Fahrenheit ; spread at once | 
on a smut-free surface to dry, and sow. 
Use one-half more seed to replace that 
injured by the treatment. 


F r u i t G r o w i n g I n N o r t h e r n M ich igan . 
At a farmers’ institute held recently 
at Gand Traverse. Mich., A. P. Gray ' 
gave his ideas upon "Fruit Growing 
in Northern Michigan.” 
He said he 
would not present his remarks as a 
lawyer does, from one side only, but 
would give both the advantages and 
disadvantages. 
Said lie: 
"One ad­ 
vantage we have in northern Michigan 
is that we have one hour more sun­ 
light than Ohio and Indiana. 
Some 
of the di advantages are tho cold cli­ 
mate. long winters and dry soil. Loca­ 
tion is a great subject to be consider­ 
ed. 
High ground is 
important for 
fruit trees; the cold sinks into the 
valleys, and the heat from the valleys 
rises and keeps the trees from freez­ 
ing. 
The years we have had the least 
rain we have had the best fruit, and 
the grain those years was of the very ! 
best quality, 
it takes a long drouth 1 
to affect a tree. 
Fruit trees do not | 
yield much real profit under ten years 
of age. 
Slow growth, however, is our i 
salvation, for when trees mature early 
they decay early. 
The farther north 
fruit will mature, the batter its qual­ 
ity. 
Fruit growing is being pushed 
farther north each year. 
We 
are 
gaining in this respect.”

Make Your Own 
P l a n t C u t t i n g * 
The cuttings of the plants to be used 
in the flower garden should be rooted 
during the months 
of 
February 
or 
March. 
Geraniums made during these 
months should lie covered with blooms 
during the summer months if 
they 
are given proper care. 
Other plants 
that add greatly to the beauty of the 
garden, and which may be propagated 
by cuttings, are the Coleus, Iresine, Al- 
thermanthera and 
Ceutaura. 
These j 
plants all root readily from cuttings, 
they can be started in a cutting box in I 
the window, which should be as long j 
and wide as desired, for the limited j 
space and about four or five inches 1 
deep. 
It should be filled with clean * 
river sand. When the cuttings are first j 
made they should be shaded during the ! 
heat of the day and sprinkled several ' 
times a day until the cuttings become | 
thoroughly 
established. 
The 
sand | 
should always be kept moist, but never ' 
wet. 
Cuttings are often rooted in a j 
deep plate tilled with moist sand. There 
are various contrivances used for root- ! 
ing cuttings, but in each case the root­ 
ing medium is clean moist sand. Soil 
is apt to become soggy.—W. li. Moore 
in Farmers’ Review. 


H o w to Kill t h e L e a f H o p p e r. 
From farm ers’ Review: 
Leaf hop­ 
per, Thrip and Erythroneura vitis are 
all different names for one small in­ 
sect, which is often very numerous on 
grape vines during summer. It is about 
an eighth of an inch long, of a light 
color, and marked by three dark red 
bands. 
They fly 
from their position 
on the under side of the leaves when 
the vines are shaken and soon light 
again. 
To combat them in the sum­ 
mer when their destructive work Is 
noticeable is difficult. Now is the time. 
They may be found under the leaves 
near the vines. 
If the 
vineyard is 
cleaned of all litter and this promptly 
burned many will be destroyed. 
The 
insects remaining 
on the ground can 
be killed by a spray of coal oil emul­ 
sion. 


American-Grown 
Chicory. — Ameri 
can-grown 
chicory 
has 
to 
contend 
against strong prejudice upon the p a r t , 
of ignorant foreigners who have be­ 
come accustomed to a certain brand in 
the mother country, and insist upon 
having it here. 
There is also bitter 
opposition on the part of men who 
have established factories in this coun­ 
try for finishing the root imported 
from Europe, in some instances from 
their own estates or farms. As far as 
quality is concerned the American root 
is fully equal to the imported article, 
and would win its way upon its merits 
were it not for the two mentioned 
forces opposing it. 
The 
department 
feels confident that, were the opposi­ 
tion overcome, the American market 
could be supplied with 
home-grown 
chicory, and the money which has been 
annually going abroad could be re­ 
tained among our own people. 
It is

T he {lunation o f Moll Mulat urn. 
An Oklahoma Experim ent Station 
report says: 
T he heavy rainfall of 1833 had Its 
Influence on the farm crops. 
In gen­ 
eral plants grew ra n k er and taller. Un­ 
der altnllar conditions in plowed land 
the soil m oisture was 1.5 per cent high­ 
er for the whole year than in 1897. 
In 
ordinary prairie sod there was almost 
2 per cent Increase. 
The differences 
In soil moisture and yield of crops on 
plats under different treatm ent was 
not so marked as In a dryer season. Of 
eight plats plowed a t different depths, 
one plowed four Inches deep and one 
subsoiled to a depth of fifteen Inches 
gave smallest yields. 
The subsoiled 
plat contained more m oisture than any 
other of the eight. 
Two plats contain­ 
ing 17.6 per cent of m oisture during 
March were plowed sim ilarly one week 
apart. 
The plats plowed April 4 con­ 
tained 16.3 per cent during April; th at 
April ll, 14.1 per cent. 
Stubble ground 
plowed about June 15 had 14.9 per cent 
of moisture July 15; while that not 
plowed had 10.9 per cent. 
W heat stub­ 
ble plowed July 28 had 
one-fourth 
more moisture on August 30 than stu b ­ 
ble not plowed. 
Septem ber 9 the stub­ 
ble that was plowed July 28 had one- 
third more m oisture 
th an 
stubule 
plowed September I. 
Rolling tho soil 
in the spring did not increase the mois­ 
ture in the surface foot. 
Bottom land 
planted in corn had more moisture In 


suitable wire mesh vessel, for ten m in -1 
utea In hot w ater, at a temperature of! 
133 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Then dry on 
smut-free surface, cooling quickly by 
thoroughly stirring, or cold water may 
be employed to cool the grain. 
Re­ 
member, these tem peratures are to be 
determined by a therm om eter; longer 
immersion than ten minutes, at th at 
tem perature, may injure the grain. 
2. 
Bluestone, Copper Sulfate. Make 
a solution at the rate of one pound to 
five gallons of water; in thi3 solution 
Immerse the seed wheat, freed front 
the sm ut balls as before described, for 
ten minutes. 
Allow to stand ten m in­ 
utes in sack to drain, then spread and 
dry with air-slaked lime, shoveling ov­ 
er frequently. 
Or by sprinkling, use the above so­ 
lution at the rate of one gallon to one 
bushel of grain in heap.

Bprinkling-can at intervals of five or 
ten minutes; stir the whole so as to be 
uniformly wqt; at the end, say, of one 
hour, shovel over and dry with l i m 9 , 
lf desired.

This may be used at

sprinkling or by immersion for thirty 
minutes. 
For loose sm ut of wheat.—Modified 
hot water treatm ent as follows: 
Soak 
toe seed grain for four hours in cold 
water, let stand four hours more in the 
wet sacks; then immerse for five m in­ 
utes in hot w ater at a tem perature of 
133 degrees Fahrenheit; spread a t once 
on a sm ut-free surface to dry, and sow. 
Use one-half more seed to replace that 
injured by the treatment.

was but little difference in the n um ­ 
ber that camo up when planted one, 
two, four or six inches deep, but the 
deepest plantings came up slower. 
In­ 
dian corn planted March l l came up 
very poorly. 
None planted six inches 
deep came up. 
Planted March 25 there 
was a fair stand at different depths. 
Planted March 28 one and two inches 
deep gave alm ost a 
perfect 
stand, 
while that planted four and six inches 
deep gave a poor stand. 
April 4 and 
l l the best stand was secured from 
planting four inches deep. 
For later 
plantings corn came up better when 
planted one and two inches deep. 
In 
general it is best to plant shallow In 
m oist soil and early in the season.

late planting and in dry soil a more 
satisfactory stand can be had and the 
corn will come up sooner lf planted 
about four Inches deep. 
Kafir corn is 
much more easily harm ed by wet and 
cold weather th an Indian corn 
and 
should be planted about a month later. 
Planted one or two inches deep It will 
come up better th an if planted deeper. 
It may be counted a good stand lf 50 
to 75 per cent of the grains planted 
come up. 


Fruit Orourlug In Northern M ichigan. 
At a farm ers’ institute held recently 
at Cand Traverse. Mich., A. P. Gray 
gave his Ideas upon “ F ru it Growing 
in N orthern Michigan.” 
He said he 
would not present his rem arks as a 
lawyer does, from one side only, but 
would give both the advantages and 
disadvantages. 
Said he: 
“One ad­ 
vantage we have in northern Michigan 
is that we have one hour more sun­ 
light than Ohio and Indiana. 
Some 
of the disadvantages are the cold cli­ 
mate, long w inters and dry soil. Loca­ 
tion is a great subject to be consider­ 
ed. 
High ground is 
im portant for 
fruit trees; 
tho cold sinks into the 
valleys, and the heat from the valleys 
rises and keeps the trees from freez­ 
ing. 
The years we have had the least 
rain we have had the best fruit, and 
the grain those years was of the very 
best quality. 
It takes a long drouth 
to affect a tree. 
Fruit trees do not 
yield much real profit under ten years 
of age. 
Slow growth, however, is our 
salvation, for when trees m ature early 
they decay early. 
The fa rth er north 
fruit will m ature, the batter its qual­ 
ity. 
F ru it growing is being pushed 
farther north each year. 
We 
are 
gaining in this respect.”

gather slaves upon the African coast, 
or lay off Flores and Corvo to inter­ 
cept 
th e 
annual 
silver 
fleets 
th a t 
brought to the K ing of Spain the 
wealth of Mexico and Peru, or burned 
his ships in the harbor of Cadiz. 
But 
most famous of all were the adven­ 
tures that marked their freebootlng ex­ 
peditions to the Spanish Main, lured 
on by fabulous tales of El Dorado or 
by knowledge of the more substantial 
w ealth which the Spaniards had de­ 
rived 
from 
their rich and abundant 
provinces in the new world. 


were planted in plats having the same 
soil and exposure and have been sub­ 
jected to the sam e 
conditions. 
On 
March 7, 1898, notes were made on the 
effects of the w inter upon the trees, 
and some striking facts were revealed 
As a rule no injury was to be noted 
from the w inter on trees grown from 
seed sent from states either north or 
west of this point. On the other hand, 
trees from seed sent in from points 
southeast of this were very generally 
injured from the 
cold. 
T he 
injury 
varied with both the species of trees 
and the location. 
Black w alnut show­ 
ed the greatest injury of any species 
and was most affected when the seed 
had come from the southeastern coast 
region—Georgia and Alabama. 
This 
point, besides being of scientific inter­ 
est in showing the decided effect of 
climate on 
the 
constitutionality 
of 
plants, has also a practical value for 
the tree planter. 
It shows th a t trees 
from seed grown at southeastern points 
m ust suffer more or less when subject­ 
ed to this climate, and suggests th at 
young trees transplanted 
from 
the 
sam e regions would be 
even 
more 
seriously 
affected. 
Further 
expert 
m eats along the same line are in prog­ 
ress under direction of the 
d ep art­ 
ment. 


Malin Tour Own Plant Cuttings. 
The cuttings of the plants to be used 
in the flower garden should be rooted 
during the m onths 
of 
February 
or 
March. 
Geranium s made during these 
m onths should be covered with blooms 
during the sum m er m onths lf 
they 
are given proper care. 
O ther plants 
that add greatly to the beauty of the 
garden, and which may be propagated 
by cuttings, arc the Coleus, Iresine, Al- 
therm anthcra and 
Centaura. 
These 
plants all root readily from cuttings, 
they can be started in a cutting box in 
the window, which should be as long 
and wide as desired, for the limited 
space and about four or five inches 
deep. 
It should be filled with clean 
river sand. W hen the cuttings are first 
made they should be shaded during the 
heat of the day and sprinkled several 
times a day until the cuttings become 
thoroughly 
established. 
The 
sand 
should always be kept moist, but never 
wet. 
Cuttings are often rooted in a 
deep plate filled with moist sand. There 
are various contrivances used for root­ 
ing cuttings, but in each case the root* 
ing medium is clean moist sand. Soil 
is apt to become soggy.—W. H. Moore 
in F arm ers’ Review.

How to KUI th* L eaf Hopper. 
From warmers’ Review: 
Leaf hop­ 
per, Thrip and E rythroneura vltla are 
all different names for one small in­ 
sect, which is often very num erous on 
grape vines during summer. It is about 
an eighth of an inch long, of a light 
color, and m arked by three dark red 
bands. 
They fly from their position 
on the under side of the leaves when 
the vines are shaken aud aoon light 
again. 
To com bat them in the sum ­ 
mer when their destructive work la 
noticeable is difficult. Now is the time. 
They may be found under the leaves 
near the vines. 
If the 
vineyard is 
cleaned of all litter and this promptly 
burned m any will be destroyed. 
The 
insects rem aining on the ground can 
be killed by a spray of coal oil em ul­ 
sion. 


P r e v e n tio n o f S m u t In W h e a t. 
The Ohio Agricultural 
Experim ent 
Station has, for several years 
past, 
conducted experim ents in the preven­ 
tion of the sm uts in wheat. 
There are 
found on w heat in Ohio, loose sm ut 
and stinking smut. 
The loose sm ut 
is that noticeable a t blossoming time, 
which destroys, usually, 
the 
entire 
head. 
It is, perhaps, more general, 
though usually much less destructive 
than the stinking smut, which converts 
the kernels of wheut into masses of 
dark brown, ill-smelling fungus spores. 
This station has been successful in 
preventing both of these sm uts and 
recommends the following methods: 
For stinking sm ut in wheat.—In all 
the methods employed 
for 
stinking 
sm ut it is probably advisable to im ­ 
merse the grain first in cold water, 
with stirring, and to skim off the sm ut 
bails which will, In this m anner, rise 
to the top of the water. 
After this Is 
completed either of the following tre a t­ 
ments may be employed: 
I. 
Hot Water. 
Immerse this skim ­ 
med seed, contained in gunny bag or

MYSTERIOUS CASE OF POISONING 


Susie Nelson, a Domestic in the Family 
of.L W. Hiake Dies of Irritant 
STATEMENT 


I’oismiirig. 


Was 
it Suicide or Accidental? Is 


Question that Cannot be 
Settled.

Susie Nelson, a comely domestic 
in the employ of Mr. J. W. Blake, 
the milkman, died on Tuesday night 
in a very m ysterious manner. 
A c­ 
cording to Mr. Blake and the other 
members of the household, 
Susie 
retired at the usual tim e between fi 
and Jo o ’clock in the best of health, 
aud when Mr. Blake called her about 
five o ’clock in the morning she did 
not respond. He went into her room 
to arouse her, and a horrible sight 
met his view. 
She was lying on her 
side on t he bed dead, with her limbs 
drawn up -and features distorted as 
though she had died in great agony. 
Ooronor Keimestad was summoned 
and a post mortem examination was 
held Wednesday noon, at which Drs. 
Groves, Hems lead, Thabos and the 
coronor were present. 
The organs 
of t lie 
body 
were all found in a 
healthy condition, but the stomach 
was filled with blood, and a condition 
existed which could only 
be pro­ 
duced by an irritant poison, hence 
the doctors were unanimously of the 
opinion that deatli was produced by 
poisoning. 
Just what the poison 
was can only 
be ascertained by a 
chemical analysis of the stomach, 
and as this would cost a hundred 
dollars, and there are no funds avail­ 
able for the coronor for the purpose 
it has not been done. 
It is a great m ystery as to how 
or why she took the poison. 
The 
member's of Mr. Blake’s family*say 
she was apparently in the best of 
health and spirits before 
retiring, 
and absolutely no reason ex ists why 
she should have tried to kill herself. 
There is also no evidence that she 
took poison, as no vial or flask or 
even a scrap of pajier in which poison 
could have been wrapped, was found 
in her room, and it has been ascer­ 
tained that no poison has been sold 
to her or anyone of whom she could 
get it. by any dealer in the city. 
It 
is also rather remarkable that no 
member of the family heard the 
struggles she must have made as in­ 
dicated by the disordered condition 
of her room while suffering the ago­ 
nies of death, 
The fact that she 
slept down stairs in a bed room off 
the dining room, and the family, in­ 
cluding Mr. and Mrs. Blake and son, 
and a Mr. Wallbridge, slept upstairs, 
may possibly account for it. 
Deceased has a sister, Mrs. Mahan, 
living in this city on 5th street south 
who is grief stricken at the sudden 
and m ysterious death of her sister.

Gardiner, N. D.

Susie Nelson, a Domestic in the Family 
of J. W. Blake Dies of Irritant 
Poisoning. 


Was it Suicide or Accidental? Is the 
Question that Cannot Be 
Settled. 


Susie Nelson, a comely domestic 
in tho employ of Mr. J. W. Blake, 
the milkman, died on Tuesday night 
in a very mysterious manner. 
Ac­ 
cording to Mr. Blake and the other 
members of the household, 
Susie 
retired at the usual time between 9 
and lo o’clock in the best of health, 
and when Mr. Blake called her about 
five o’clock in the morning she did 
not respond. He went into her room 
to arouse her, and a horrible sight 
met his view. 
She was lying on lier 
side on the bed dead, with her limbs 
drawn up -and features distorted as 
though she had died in great agony. 
Coronor Reimestad was summoned 
and a post mortem examination was 
held Wednesday noon, at which Drs. 
G roves, Hems lead, Thabes and the 
coronor were present. 
The organs 
of the boily were all found in a 
healthy condition, but the stomach 
was filled with blood, and a condition 
existed which could only be pro­ 
duced by an irritant poison, hence 
the doctors were unanimously of the 
opinion that death was produced by 
poisoning. 
Just what the poison 
was can only be ascertained by a 
chemical analysis of the stomach, 
and as this would cost a hundred 
dollars, and there are no funds avail­ 
able for the coronor for the purpose 
it has not been done. 
It is a great mystery as to how 
or why she took the poison. 
The 
member's of Mr. Blake’s family*say 
she was apparently in the best of 
health and spirits before retiring, 
and absolutely no reason exists why 
she should have tried to kill herself. 
There is also no evidence that she 
took poison, as no vial or flask or 
even a scrap of paper in which poison 
could have been wrapped, was found 
in her room, and it has beenascei- 
tained that no poison has been sold 
to her or anyone of whom she could 
get it, by any dealer in the city. 
It 
is also rather remarkable that no 
member of the family heard the 
struggles she must have made as in­ 
dicated by the disordered condition 
of her room while suffering the ago­ 
nies of death, 
The fact that she 
slept down stairs in a bed room off 
the dining room, and the family, in­ 
cluding Mr. and Mrs. Blake and son, 
and a Mr. Wailbridge, slept upstairs 
may possibly account for it. 
Deceased has a sister, Mrs. Mahan 
living in this city on 5th street south 
who is grief stricken at the sudden 
and mysterious death of her sister 
Her parents reside on a farm near 
Gardiner, N. D. 
The funeral services will be held 
at the Norwegian Lutheran church 
to-morrow morning, March 18th, 
Rev. Growe officiating.
